Mr. Nash, who was 43, was one of 
three brothers who served during the 
World War. John died suddenly of 
heart disease last March. Walter sur- 
vives. Henry saw service overseas 
with the U. S. Army Air Corps. 

He was manager of the suburban 
real estate offices of Robert J. Nash. 
elder brother, who outlives him, as 
do his wife, Mrs. Eleanor Hart Nash; 
son, Henry T., 3d, and two sisters, 
Mrs. Frederick Wctherill, Rosemont, 
and Mrs. George Floyd, Pcnn Valley.

owns fifty homes, in Narberth and 
nearby.

At 3600 revolutions the engine 
develops 95 horsepower using the 
standard cast iron head and a 6.2 
to 1 compression ratio. With a 
special aluminum head and a 7.1 to 
1 compression ratio, it is rated at 
102 horsepower. Lengthening of 
the stroke has resulted in an im- 
provement in torque, which means 
better performance at the speeds 
most used by the average driver 
and better acceleration. A new 
crankshaft with four main bearings 
2J4 inches in diameter and nine 
counterweights, together with an 
improved impulse neutralizer, pro- 
duces remarkable smoothness. 

A new camshaft with earlier 
opening and closing of the intake 
valves also is a feature of the engine. 



Combined with the large ports and 
valves it adds to efficiency and 
smoothness. The full-length w.iL-r 
jacket with th" oil gallery contacting 
directly at its lower end gives 
efficient cooling to both cylinders 
and oil. Valve seat inserts of 
special heat-resisting steel insure 
perfect valve seating throughout a 
long period. 

The new Gold Seal eight-cylinder 
engine designed for the Imperial 
has a 3 ii inch longer stroke than last 
year's engine and its cubic displace- 
ment has been raised to 298.6 cubic 
inches with a 3 '4 bore and 4H 
stroke. It develops 110 horsepower 
at 3400 r.p.m. with the standard 
cast iron head and compression 
ratio of 6.2 to 1. With a special 
aluminum head and 6.5 to 1 com- 
pression ratio the horsepower is 
raised to 115. An even higher 
compression ratio of 7.4 to 1 also 
will be offered as optional. Although 
the horsepower is rated the sarre as 
last year when an aluminum head 
was used, it is developed at lower 
engine speed and with greater 
torque. 

The Custom Imperial (rgine 
remains dimensionally unchanged 
a 3 J 4 inch bore, 4 7 * inch stroke and 
323.5 cubic inches displacement. 
It develops 130 horsepower with 
the standard aluminum head and 
6.5 to 1 compression ratio. An 
optional head with 7.45 to 1 
compression ratio raises the hrrse- 
power to 138. 

The net result of the engine 
changes will he an improved per- 
formance without the sacrifice of 
any of the economy for which 
Chryslers were noted in 1937.

Tells of Modern Trucks 

An increase of from 6C per cent 
to 71. G per cent in the loadable length 
of truck bodies is made possible by 
modern methods of design even 
though the total actual body length 
is shorter, B. B. Bachman, of Ard- 
more, vice-president in charge of en- 
gineering at the Autocar Company, 
told the Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers meeting at Pittsburgh recently. 

In our conventional design of truck, 
Mr. Bachman said, the loadable body 
length from rear up to the cab is GG 
per cent. By modern methods of 
placing the engine under the seat, the 
total body length is reduced consider- 
ably, but the loadable portion is in- 
creased to 71.6 per cent of the total 
length. The shorter wheelbase also 
results in reducing the turning radius 
of the truck from 74 feet to 50 feet, 
an important reduction in city streets 
and traffic.
